Powder taken out of the fame Barrel, bciorc it was 
dried.

men, being at Plough about the Middle oiAuguft 1 741 • 
on a fair Day, at. Ten o'clock in the Morning, faw on 
a Heath about a Charter of a Mile from them, a Wind 
like a Whirlwind, come gradually towards them, in 
a ftrait Line from Eaft to Weft. It paiTed through the 
Field where they were at Plough, tore up the Stubble 
in the ploughed Ground, and alfo the Grafs befides 
the Fame, for Two Miles in Length, and Thirty Yards 
in Breadth. When it came to fome Clofes at the Top 
of a rifmg Ground called Ferry bu^-ClofeSy Thilip 
Henningj and others, who were houghing Turneps^ 
faw it appear like a great Flafh or Ball of Fire. After 
having feen the Wind come into the Clofes, Robert 
May was in a Cottage where he lives by a Road-fidc, 
at the Bottom of the Park, about a Furlong down-hill 
from the Clofe, when one of his Children about Six 
Years old, who was playing at the Door, cried out. 
That Ferry bujh-Clofes were on Fire $ on which he v/ent 
out to look, but faw no Fire, only a terrible S;iioak, 
and heard fuch a Noife as Fire makes when a Barn is 

burn in 
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feuming. He then faw the Winci tome from the 
Clafcs ill the fame mariner as before-mentioned^ 
making a terrible Noifc, like that of a violent Fire, 
a!fo like Carts over ftony Ground, which pafled by 
his Houfe, tearing up the Stones in the Road, and tore 
up a jdank of Paks,„and:fprii%/eve5aipf thcPo pii| 
of their Places, and carried a pewter Plate that flood 
on the Qutfide of the Window, about Forty Ifards from 
the Houfe 5 and a large Box-cover about an Inch and 
half thick and Four-feet! fqUare, and crols-barred, 
tvhich he covers his Birds with, was carried away much 
further, and torn ail to pieces j and the Gravel flew 
about, and alio the FJint-ftones like Fmthcrs. It alfo 
broke down fome of Mr. Kmtts*^ Fences, and fright- 
cued the Cattle in a terrible manner. And, what is 
moft remarkable, that every- where elfe but in this 
Place, the Weather was clear and fine, and no Sign 
of any Storm or Difturbance whatfoever. About a 
Quarter of an Hour after, Thilip Henning^ and Two of 
his Partners? Turnep-^houghers^ who were at Work 
about Two Furlongs off, came to the faid Robert Ma/, 
and told him, they were glad to fee him alive i for they 
expeded, that he and his Family, Houfe and all, had 
been deftroy ed, having feen the Fire go that Way, and 
heard a Noife, as if the Houfe had been demoliflied, 
Robert May fmelled a moft terrible Smell of Sulphur, 
both before and after the Wind paffed him, and heard 
the Noife a great while after feeing the Smoak, before 
he faw the Windj an Hedge intercepting his Sight. 
He fays it moved fo flowly forward, as to be near 
Ten Minutes in coming from the Glofes to the 
Houfe, 
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
